A lot of 
young and middle-aged toughs 
have been the active ones. 


The police chief in McComb 
feels frustrated as he is torn be- 
tween his real sentiments and 
what is “‘bad for the town,” for 
a very good reason. He has not 
had the public support of ‘‘the 
men down town,” nor of the po- 
litical leadership of his state. 


History 


When the history of this period 
of change for the South and the 
nation is written, it will indict 
those newspapers, the municipal 
and state political leadership, and 
the businessmen, who, from the 
school decision in 1954, deceived 
and later incited defiance of legal 
processes. When it became plain 
that violence was costly and pro- 


leadership proclaimed “It’s the 
law, but we are not ready for 
it.” That they are not ready, be- 
cause of a lack of coordinated 
planning and hard work by the 
more responsible elements of so- 
ciety to become ready, seemingly 
does not occur to them. 


No community or state becomes 
ready for change without aban- 
doning a negative resistance and 
openly laboring to create mech- 
anisms and procedures to make 
possible the inevitable change 
This applies to governors, to 
Chambers of Commerce, to may- 
ors, councilmen, editors, and the 
many civic organizations. 


Violence does not pay. It’ de- 
stroys. A city or state which per- 
sists in open ugly defiance, chal- 
lenges tests of law in which de- 


feat is sure. National consensus 
on the side of peaceful processes 


Mobs have made it 
so. The constitutional rights of 
citizens are perhaps more solid 
than before.

rant involved none of the dread 
results so long proclaimed by the 
fearful. 


There is much to be done, and 
violence is a roadblock to getting 
on with the inevitable.

Who Will Negroes’ 
New Leaders Be? 


A. new Negro leadership is forming in the 
South. It does not reside in the picket lines 
ete & though some of it is sprung from them. This nesv 
and vital leadership which will, and should, come to the forefront is 
looking beyond the day of demonstrations and taking up the task of 
mastering the opportunities and responsibilities that result. 

And this is well, for it is the shape of the future. Gen. George S. 
Patton's spectacular military success stemmed, it seemed to me, 
ine three principal purposes that can apply to the American Negro's 
uture, . 

First, he demanded much of himself. and his troops. When the 
maps come down from headquarters with markings for an attack, 
the objectives of his assaults lay so deep in German territory that 
they looked not only impossible, but absurd. 

+ - . 


Second, he did not stop and mill around after a breakthrough. To 
him, the breakout was a preliminary of secondary importance. 

Third, and first in importance, he sent his best and swiftest armor 
striking boldly out of its confines to meet the opportunities and master 
far objectives as the power of its worth permitted. He believed in his 
troops, and they came to believe in themselves so confidently that 
their ability rose to match their pride. And the Third Army moved. 

The Negro pickets and demonstrators, with their passion and 
impatience, have helped older, quieter veterans achieve the historic 
social breakthroughs of the last decade. But now that the major 
breakthroughs are made, they can do little more with their infantry 
tactics than mop up shrinking pockets on the edges of the opening. 

For the main action now is passing to the direction of Patton's 
major effort—the proving of mettle and worth on the open plains once 
he broke through the lines that held him back. 

The Negroes’ formative new leadership is not milling around or 
looking only for things to mop up. In Atlanta, it is quietly working to 
find the qualified Negro engineers and technicians to fill the openings 
at Lockheed. 

It is intensifying appeals to Negro students to demand much of 
themselves, to study, learn and fit themselves to compete in the areas 
that are suddenly opening. 

It is soberly suggesting that America quit regarding the Negro as 
a liability, and that he not regard himself as one either, and instead 
note the asset of his color—as an American link with peoples whose 
friendship we seek in the nonwhite world, or as American export 
salesmen especially fitted to operate in Africa or Asia, or as testifying 
examples of freedom’s capacity to strike chains from men, lift 
them up to equal opportunity and win their allegiance to the American 
flag under which their gains were won.

Above all, like Patton, they are saying to the Negro, “You're go- 
ing on your own now. You’re coming out of the pocket. But the test 
is only beginning. Now that you're not pinned down, you have to 
go up the hill on your own. Whether you make it is up to you and 
your individual training, your pride and your worth. Nobody can do 

is for you. But you can do it.” 
aa > are the leaders who are taking over, thrusting toward 
the main objectives of opportunity and responsibility, and not mis- 
taking the breakthrough itself as an end to the effort, but recogniz- 
ing it as the beginning of a challenge to prove competitive worth.

Lost Lost Too

the invitation read. The typographical error made it appear the 
printer was stuttering in amusement when he set up the type. 
Somehow, Alf Landon’s name always brings a smile or ‘a laugh. 


It’s not hard to figure out why. 


The 1936 presidential election was 
the most complete, unmitigated, 
humiliating defeat any major par- 
ty presidential candidate ever suf- 
fered. 

American popular humor glori- 
fies the pratt-fall and Landon’s 
defeat was the most glorious 
pratt-fall imaginable. (Landon, 
himself, after the election, could 
laugh at it. He compared him- 
self to the Kansas farmer who 
laughed at the cyclone that des- 
troyed his farm. ‘‘What are you 
laughing at?’ the farmer was 
asked. ‘“‘The completeness of it,” 
he replied. ) 

The 1936 election was complete. 
Roosevelt beat Landon by 11,000,- 
000 popular votes. The electoral 
count was 523 to 8. Landon Car- 
ried only two states. 

Somehow, though, by some 
strange transmutation, Landon 
has also come to be a humorous 
(to liberals) symbol of the out-of- 
date, out-of-touch far right wing 
of the Republican Party. For in- 
stance, recently, Sen. Barry Gold- 
water, the leader of the Republi- 
can right wing, was referred to by 
a critic as “an irrigated Alf 
Landon.” 


The truth is, Landon represent- 
ed the other wing. He, along with 
Sen. Norris and Borah and some 
others, were the voices crying for 
the party back in the 30s. Lan- 
don’s heir is not Goldwater but 
Nixon. 

Landon had the same fight in 
1936 that Nixon had in 1960. Then 
the GOP heart and pocketbook 
belonged to Herbert Hoover. La- 
ter, the GOP heart and pocket- 
book belonged to Barry Gold- 
water. 


Landon’s real loss in 1936 was 
that he failed to help move the 
Republican party to the left. He 
had a chance, at least, to do that. 
He never had a chance to beat 
Roosevelt. 


Nixon had a chance in 1960 to 
move his party left (‘toward cen- 
ter). He had a chance to beat 
John Kennedy. The results are 
in on the election. He lost, by a 
hai>. The results are not in on 
the party. But the growth of the 
radical right wing in recent 
months seems to indicate that he 
lost that chance, too.

Firemen were virtually helpless to save those on the upper 
floors—the ladders wouldn't reach. 


But the fire did bring about new safety regulations—regula- 
tions which today's firemen -hope will prevent such a fire from 
ever happening here again. The fire could start, the firemen say, 
but it could not spread with such rapidity ever again. 


The new regulations which were put in right after the Wine- 
coff fire demanded safer buildings, and the fire department now

“His condition is serious and is 
giving rise to some anxiety,” his 
doctor said.

MINIATURE ORANGE TREE GROWS HIGH IN ATLANTA CLOUDS 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Burmaster Check Growing Things at Benefit 
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After spending millions of dol- 
lars and many hours searching 
for Christmas gifts that are 
“just right,” too many Yule 
shoppers neglect one last step. 
They wrap and label the par- 
cels poorly and the gifts either 
arrive late, damaged or not at 
all. 


In the Christmas mail rush, 
more than 100,000 parcels a day 
are damaged, delayed or lost 
in the United States because of 
poor labeling or wrapping, ac- 
cording to the Consumer Infor- 
mation Bureau of Paramount 
Paper Products Company. 


The CIB reports the most 
common causes are (1) illegible 
addressing, (2) labels falling off 


Wrap and Label Gifts Properly 


and (3) package seams split- 


ting. 


“Often the gum dries out 
and the label just falls off,” 
says CIB Director Max Wat- 
son. “And using a poor grade 
of tape or twine can mean split 
seams and a Christmas gift 
that arrives damaged or partly 
lost through a gaping hole.”’ 


How to avold all this? The 
CIB offers these suggestions: 


(1) Spend a little extra time. 
Print or use a typewriter if 
possible, because even the fin- 
est handwriting sometimes is 
unreadable by a postman or 
shipping agent. 


(2) Use top-grade labels for 
addresses and special handling 


instructions. The type with per- 
manent pressure-sensitive back- 
ing is best because it sticks 
handily without moistening and 
the adhesive won't dry out. And 
putting labels on both fronts and 
backs of the parcels provides 
additional protection against 
loss. 


(3) Use good - grade tape or 
twine. Tape usually does a 
better job and won't wear to 
the breaking point through 
handling, as happens occasion- 
ally with even good twine. 


Packages must be protected 
by the best means possible and 
labeled securely and legibly in 
order to survive the increasing- 
ly rigorous Christmas mail rush, 
the CIB advises.

Laud Kennedy

John F. Kennedy’s declara- 


tion of intent to deal with the European Common Mar- 


ket as a principal way of 


freeing international trade 


made a favorable impression Wednesday night at Com- 
mon Market headquarters here. 


The President's speech lifted 
spirits that had been depressed 
by his comments at a news con- 
ference a week ago. This depres- 
sion followed, as one American 
source put it, ‘a period of in- 
toxication that developed after 
Britain applied to join the Com- 
mon Market in August.” 


Many European officials had 
apparently thought that the next 
thing they would hear from the 
United States was that it wanted 
to join or to become an associate 
member of the bloc. 


Last week at his press confer- 
ence, Kennedy said he had not 
heard of proposals that ‘‘the Unit- 
ed States should become a mem- 
ber of the Common Market or 
associated in the sense that the 
word is ordinarily used.” 


NEGOTIATION URGED 


He went on to say that what the 
United States was concerned 
about was that ‘we have the 
power to negotiate with the Com- 
mon Market to protect our ex- 
port industries.’"’ He also pointed 
to the expense the United States 
was put to in maintaining troops 
abroad. 


The President's added comment 
about not liking to see American 
companies invest in Europe be- 
cause the products of these com- 
panies were “‘locked out of the 
Common Market’’ also disturbed 
many Common Market represen- 
tatives. 


The one Kennedy comment that 
gave hope was of the United 
States ‘desire to associate as 
closely as we can to Europe, 
which is going to be such an itn- 
portant power and force.”’ 


HOPEFUL BASIS 


Kennedy was now spelling out 
what he meant by that last com- 
ment, observers said. “It looked 
like a hopeful basis for avoiding a 
serious economic conflict in the 
free world and for working toward 
a liberalization—of trade, which 
Europeans as well as Americans 
believe to be the way to spread 
prosperity,’’ they said. 


Following the announcement of 
the British decision last August, 
European commentators began to 
speak about ‘“‘the necessity for 
the United States to join the Eu- 
ropean economic community” — 
that is, the Common Market or- 
ganization of Belgium, the Nether- 
lands, Luxembourg, France, Italy 
and West Germany. 


Official U.S. observers listened 
carefully to these comments but 
privately they said they were 
astounded that Europeans had 
such lilttle understanding of the 
economic power and the domestic 
interests of the United States. 


U.S. observers said Washington 
was eager to see the Common 
Market succeed because of the 
organization’s long-range aim of 
producing a united Europe that 
would greatly reinforce the politi- 
cal and economic power of the 
free world.

On Gaming Belied Boston

BOSTON—The reverberations of a national 
television program spotlighting bookmaking in 
Boston have created a fall-out of righteous indig- 
nation in this city. 


The program “CBS Reports—Biography of a 
Bookie Joint,’’ was televised Nov. 30. It was not 
shown in Boston because of court cases pending 
against eight persons arrested in a raid on the 
place Sept. 29. 


Tuesday night, Richard Cardinal Cushing add- 
ed his voice to the rising clamor. In an extempo- 
raneous speech at the annual Boston police ball at 
Boston Garden, the Roman Catholic prelate assert- 
ed that the city had been ‘‘betrayed.”’

He asserted: 


“Gambling exists everywhere. No one can deny 
it. The United States Army wouldn't be a suffi- 
cient law enforcement body to stop people from 
gambling. 


“In my theology, gambling itself is not a sin 
any more than to take a glass of beer or of hard 
liquor is a sin. It’s the abuse that makes gambling 
évil or drinking intoxicating liquors an evil.”’ 


The prelate called for more cooperation among 
federal, state and local law enforcement agencies 
rather than leaving the problem of illegal gam- 
bling to “a comparatively small police force.”’ 


The cardinal said he had not seen the TV pro- 
gram nor was he interested in seeing it. But he 
asserted that “whoever is behind it owes an apol- 
ogy to the city of Boston.” 


Cameras set up in a building across the street 
from Swartz’s locksmith shop on Massachusetts 
Avenue in the Back Bay district documented ac- 
tivities there from June 1 to 3. Pictures included 
shots of 10 Boston policemen entering and leav- 
ing the place. 


Then on Sept. 29 the cameras again were in 
place when federal agents brought in from other 
states raided the place and arrested the eight per- 
sons. Their cases are pending. 


Private of the program to newspaper- 
men and state municipal officials led to wide 
coverage in local newspapers. The story had been 
prominently displayed since. The cardinal’s 
speech was given banner headlines on page one 
Wednesday. 


The principal reaction has been that Boston 
was maligned. But it also touched off political 
recriminations. Additionally, law enforcement offi- 
cials appeared to have been jolted out of general 
inactivity due largely to previous public indiffer- 
ence to illegal gambling here. 


Dwight S. Strong, executive secretary of the 
New England Citizens Crime Commission, Inc., a 
voluntary agency, said that “‘for too long we have 
been sweeping under the rug these conditions and 
now perhaps the public will be awakened to the 
situation.” 


Police Commissioner Leo J. Sullivan, who did 
not see the program, is scheduled to confer on the 
situation Thursday with . John A. Volpe, who 
has been vacationing in Palm Springs, Calif. They 
are expected to view a showing of the film. Ed- 
ward W. Brooke, chairman of the Boston Finance 
Commission, an independent watchdog agency, 
flew to Palm Springs to talk with the governor on 
Monday. 


State Rep. Harrison Chadwick, Republican of 
Winchester, has refused to attend a “‘put up or 
shut up” session of the House of Representatives 
Rules Committee to explain his part on the pro- 
gram. He appeared as a commentator and sug- 
gested that there were contacts between bookies 
and some legislators. House Speaker John Thomp- 
son, Democrat of Ludlow, issued the invitation to 
the rules committee session. But he declined to 
meet Chadwick’s demand that the session be open 
to the press and public.

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, school authorities gave careful study to possible lack 
of warning time, inadequacy of schools to provide shelter 
and procedures being followed in other communities. 
(NOTE: The architecture of most schools allows for 
maximum windows and low, flat roofs. This type building 
gives the poorest protection against radioactive fall- 
out.) Justification for adopting this policy is explained in 
the following sound considerations: 


“Inadequate though the home-shelter may be as 
protection against radivactive fallout, it is likely to have 
a higher protection factor than any school area. In addition, 
its use offers the following advantages: 


PSACHOLOCICAT: It maintains the family unit and 
assists in the building of good morale not only for the 
children but for the parents. (The same applies when 
Share-The-Care Clubs have the responsibility for taking 
care of the children. It will be easier for children to ad- 
just to community people whom they know, and for par- 
ents away from home to have confidence that their chil- 
dren will be cared for by responsible people known to 
them after they leave the school.) 


CUSTODIAL: It divides the custodial problem into fam- 
ily groups, placing the custody of children in the hands 
of those having primary and normal responsibility. It is 
particularly important in times of stress and emergency 
that the unity of the family be maintained. By joining the 
children and parents, later problems of reuniting families 
are greatly reduced. (Discipline and confidence will be en- 
gendered through the Share-The-Care Club and parents 
will know where to look for their children. It is a prac- 
tical and feasible approach to family unity insofar as it 
is possible to solve the problem.) 


PEEDIAG It brings children into homes where it is likely 

that the quantity of stored food and other supplies per 

« person is much greater than it could be in the school. 
(By planning together in Share-The-Care, adequate pro- 
visions can be made.) 


HEALTH AND S$ ASTI AION: It reduces mass ex- 
posure to communicable diseases, makes available the 


first aid and sanitation resources of the home; and pro- 
vides home nursing care for those who may become il 
or be injured. (Through Share-The-Care parents could be 
assured that precautions were taken to avoid exposure 
to disease and radioactive fallout, and make available 
first aid and: nursing care, and the use of sanitary facili- 
ties, which it may pot be possible to achieve in the school.) 


TRANSPORTATION: It makes available to children 
such transportation as is present in the home or neigh- 
borhood, and organizes custody during transit IF evacua- 
tion is ordered after they reach home. (In Share-The-Care, 
thought was given to the possible availability of only one 
vehicle, hence recommendation of planning to care for 
only eight (8) children, who could, if absolutely necessary, 
. be moved in one vehicle.) 


HOUSING AND SHELTER: It allows the children to 
use be other articles of furnishings available in 
sufficient number in homes, but not in schools. (The ad-. 
vantages of Share-The,Care in this area are obvious in 
that provisions CAN be made for the use of furnishings al- 
ready on hand. IN ADDITION, it is possible that some 
families will pool resources to provide adequately shield- 
ed shelters which may be beyond the financial resources 
of individual families.)

proceed to their destination—the home or school as the 
case may be. All school staff members (paid employees) 
are expected to remain on duty until excused by the prin- 
cipal or by the person acting for him.

In EITHER INSTANCE it is imperative that plans be 
made for the children by their parents 


Each neighborhood must provide adult, leadership re- 


sponsible for receiving and caring for children where 
parents are not at home when the schqols are closed. 
By distributing this responsibility = several adults 
who will take seriously their respective (responsibilities, 
all parents can feel comparatively free te go to work, to 
shop or fill other engagements, without Wondering what 
would happen to their children if an emergency arises 
while they are away from home, ‘

Recommended procedures for organizing a Share- 
The-Care Club are: 


Parents of not more then eight (8) children in any group 
in a neighborhood should get together immediately and 
work out TIME SCHEDULES when each parent will be 
ON DUTY. It shall be the responsibility of the parent on 
duty to arrange for an alternate (acceptable to others in 
the Club) should unforeseen circumstances make it nec- 
.essary for that parent to be away from the post of duty. 
(NOTE: It may be possible to include neighbors who do 
not have children in school to serve either on a regular 
duty assignment or as an alternate.) The parent on duty 
should keep tuned to a radio or television station to as- 
sure receiving prompt notice of warning of emergency. 
(NOTE: Public sirens may not reach into.every home 
‘inasmuch as they are intended as outside warning devices.) 


In setting up plans for taking care of a number of chil- 
dren, consideration should be given to small children not 
yet old enough to be in school, and to the possibility of 
having to include relatives or servants in homes of parents 
forming the Club. These should be a part of the number 


planned for. Consideration should also be given to pets if © 


they are to be protected. 


the duty assignments and post a copy in 
each home. Telephone numbers should be included for 
ready communication PRIOR to an emergency. 


Plans should be made to alert the parent on duty when a 
child dees not attend school to avoid anxiety if that child 
does not come home when the other children do. Thus 
would apply also to absences from home for vacation or 


‘other reasons. 


A survey should be made of the homes of al! parents in 
Share-The-Care Clubs and selection made of the best 
shelter area in each home. It may be more feasible to 
determine which home affords the best protection 
or the home on which the least expenditure would be 
required to develop an adequate shelter, and concentrate 
on preparing a joint-shelter. CD publication MP-15 “Fam- 
ily Fallout Shelter Booklet” may be consulted for guidance, 
or consultation held with a contractor who is well ac- 


quainted with the protection factors. of shelter construc-’ 


tion. Some families may find it desirable to build out- 
side underground or above ground shelters to accommo- 
date all members of familiés in the Club. (NOTE: CD rec- 
ommends that bids from three (3) contractors be secured 
before placing order for any construction to assure an 
equitable return for the money spent.) The cost of joint- 
shelters would be prerated among the families involyed.

Make a list of supplies to accommodate the number of 
persons who will share the shelter (food, water, medical 
supplies, battery radio, sanitary facilities, etc.), each family 


‘contributing its prorata share. Regular rotation of food 


is recommended and plans for this should be worked 


Out in setting up the shelter. (NOTE: Some food kits on 
‘the market do not require rotation; water if properly pro- 


cessed in bottles or jugs (sterile and tightly sealed) will 
be good for a long time, and canned water now available 
in grocery stores is said to be good indefinitely.) Include 
extra clothing in case it is necessary to remove contami- 
nated garments before entering the shelter. CD recom- 
mends storage of a 14-day supply of food and water with 
other proportionate supplies. Food for babies, special 
diets or medicines, games for children and other recrea- 


tional material should be included in the list of supplies. 


A Share-The-Care Club insignia, colorful to attract at- 
tention easily, should be prominently displayed by the 
person on duty to afford guidance to children reaching 
home. If a joint-shelter is worked out, the insignia would 
be permanently stationed at that location, and the parent 
on duty would go immediately to the shelter at the first 
sign of danger. The insignia (see suggested diagram of ° 
proposed insignia) could be a flag, a window poster or a 
yard sign. CAUTION should be exercised to remove the 
sign when a parent is off duty. In blocks or communities 
where it is necessary to have more than one Share-The- 
Care Club, different colored background material could 
be used to differentiate between Clubs. (NOTE: Chil- 
dren will more readily remember a color than pee

Parents of each child must select the most direct route 
from school to the home, go with the child over that route, 


and train the child to move as rapidly as possible wij 


safety to reach home promptly. WHEN THE ROUTE IS 


CHOSEN that information should be recorded at the 
school to assist the teachers in seeing that children. get 
started in the right direction with the least delay. It would 
be well also to advise the school concerning the formation 
‘of the Club and regular assignments of parents. 


School personnel will assume responsibility for helping 
children to get across busy streets in the IMMEDIATE 
vicinity of the school. Beyond that point it is necessary 
that parents assume responsibility for helping children 
get across other busy streets or highways. This may re- 
quire special duty assignments for some who live near 
busy intersections.. A discussion with school personnel 
will assist greatly in developing practical appreaches to 
this problem. 


Some children may not be able to walk home in the 30- 
minutes allowed. It is the responsibility of parents to 

t i , If this is necessary in outlying areas 
careful planning is required to avoid being caught in 
traffic jams. CD does not recommend the use of auto- 
mobiles except in dire emergency. Children will leave 
the school on foot and parents must NOT plan to go to 
the school to get them. Designation of a ns ae is 
essential where it is necessary to meet children, and the 
children should be carefully trained to go to that spot 
without delay. 


Identification bracelets (because they are not easily re- 


moved) should be provided for each child. Adults should 


have identification also but for c ren it is essential. 
Parents should reguire the child to wear the identifica- 
,tion at all times. 


& 
Training for children canno ver hasized. They 
must know how to reach home, to recognize the insignia 
of the Club in which their parents are associated, to whom 
they should turn in an emergency, and proper conduct 
to avoid overtaxing the parent on duty. Children react 
favorably to those who inspire confidence and it behooves 
every parent to develop sufficient knowledge to afford 
consolation, enferce necessary discipline and remain in 
control of the situation under very trying circumstances. 


Last, but by no means least, is the necessity for parents 
to have training in first aid, home nursing, recognition 
of possible contamination and decontamination insofar 
as practical. (Dust on clothing could be extremely danger- 
ous to all within a shelter. Usually removal of outer clothing 
and thorough washing with soap and water is about as 
far as one needs to gv in decontamination of people.) Every 
parent with a duty assignment should have at least a stand- 
ard tirst aid course and a course in home nursing. If the 
shelter is equipped with a radioactive monitoring device 


. jt is necessary to know how to use the instrument effec- 


tively. 
Essential training includes knowing the public warning 
(siren) signals; CONELRAD (640 or 1240 on radio dials 
and TO FOLLOW ORDERS GIVEN BY CIVIL D 
FENSE OFFICIALS or other authorities.

“Anything Americans do to edu- | 
cate Africans in Africa is good,” 
a South Rhodesian headmaster 
said in Atlanta Tuesday, “but it 
is not always good to bring them 
over here.” 

T. R. Craig, the Liverpool-born 
headmaster of the Umtali Junrio 
School in Southern Rhodesia, was 
in Atlanta as part of a State de- 
partment-sponsored tour of the 
United States. His main stop in 
Georgia, however, was Buford, 
his only Southern stopover in his 
tour of 30 cities. 


Craig said that while he be

PSC Rule 
On Rates

The United States has filed no- 
tice of appeal to the Supreme 
Court on an Oct. 2 district court 
decision upholding the power of 
the Georgia Public Service Com- 
mission to regulate charges with- 
in the state on government-owned 
household goods. 


The federal government was de- 
nied an injunction against the 
PSC for insisting that household 
goods, no matter who paid for 
the shipping, be subject to mini- 
mum rates. The United States 
claimed that all federal shipping 
contracts should be exempt from 
state regulating, not just those 
for strictly governmental prop- 
erty. 


In requesting a summary judg- 
ment on the case, the Public Serv- 
ice Commission had said there 
was ‘‘no issue on the right of 
the commission to regulate rates 
charged by Georgia carriers for 
the carriage of strictly govern- 
mental property. The commis- 
sion concedes that this issue has 
been foreclosed in favor of the 
United States,’’ in previous court 
decisions. 


Government contentions were 
based largely on a California 
case involving military shipments, 


which the court considered in a 
somewhat’ different category. 
United States attorneys had 
claimed that all federal shipping 
contracts should be treated on the 
same basis. 


The Public Service Commission 
claimed the case was closer to 
a Pennsylvania case in which a 
state board was upheld in revok- 
ing the license of a dairy for 
selling milk to a military base 
for less than the established price. 


The suit here grew out of the 
refusal of a low bidder on a 
government contract for shipping 
household goods to disregard a 
PSC warning that if it carried 
through the below-standard rates 
of the contract the bidder's cer- 
tificate to operate would be re- 
voked.

1,368 Men 
Get Benefits 
At 62 Here 


Some 1,368 Atlanta area men 
over 62 years of age have ap- 
plied for Social Security benefits 
under the new law that lets them 


draw the payments before they’re 
sixty-five. 

The law, that went into effect 
in September, permits an early 


withdrawal of Social Security 
benefits on a graduated basis, 


based on each individual’s age | 
and the date of his 65th birthday. 


A man who draws his benefits 
at 62 would receive 20 per cent 
of what he would have received 
at 65. The percentage is increased 
for those over 62 by the number 
of months between his present 
age and his 65th birthday. 


The Atlatna area Social Secu- 
rity field office said the retire 
ment age was lowered to help 
men who can’t find a job because 
of their age and who do not 
qualify for disability benefits. 


Under the law, those who draw 
the reduced benefits will continue 
to draw them on the same basis 
after they reach the age of 65.

Kelley Wins Fight 
On Jury Statement 


Solicitor John I. Kelley of the Criminal Court of 
Fulton County has won his fight to have portions of a 
grand jury’s special presentment concerning what it 
termed a $6,500 theft removed from the court records. 


To allow the references to Kel- 
ley to remain in the record, the 
petition said, would “result in in- 
calculable and irreparable in- 
jury” and that Kelley had no 
“adequate remedy at law.” 


The Court of Appeals ruled that 
Kelley was entitled to have strick- 
en from the record “‘those speci- 
fic portions of the report which 
tended to cast upon him reflec- 
tions of misconduct in the per- 
formance of his official duties and 
impugned his motives and char- 
SR 


It said “it was the clear legal 
duty of the superior court to ex- 
punge” the statements from the 
record. 


The court further added: 


“A grand jury has no right in 
the absence of specific statutory 
authority to return a report charg- 
ing or casting reflections of mis- 
conduct in office upon a public 
officer or impugning his charac- 
ter, except by presentment or 
true bill of indictment charging 
such individual with a_ specific 
offense against the state... .”

money. Operation AFL has been a costly venture. From the outset, 
the NFL made it clear that opposition would be fought on all fronts. 


We were in Dallas the day the NFL planted a franchise in Hunt's 
hack yard, promoting a long court duel still pending. An AFL offi- 
cial injormed us recently that legal expenses this year exceed other 
league operational expenditures. If the AFL emerges triumphant in 
the anti-monopoly skirmish, the NFL will have to vacate Dallas. 


—Hunt Would Kickoff Again 


Regardless of what the court decides, one of the clubs must 
pull out of Dallas to make pro football a profitable enterprise there. 


What does Hunt intend to do? 


‘‘We’re in business here and so is the other club,’ Hunt said and 
smiled. “I don’t know what will happen.”’ 


I suggested that Hunt should move his team to a football-minded 
city. For example, Atlanta. 


A paying turnout of 20,000 is a rarity for either club in Dallas. 
Citizens are treated to a Dallas game on TV every Sunday, so they 
are naturally reluctant to visit the stadium. When Hunt’s Texans 
are on the road, they perform in the Dallas living rooms. When the# 
Texans are at home, the natives watch the NFL Cowboys on TV. 


Hunt refuses to divulge how much oil money he has poured 
into football. But he reportedly has droyped more than a million. 
Which allegedly prompted his zillionaire father, H. L., to quip 
last year that, at the rate Lamar is going, he’ll be broke in 100 
years or so. 


Muttiple problems have not dulled Hunt’s enthusiasm. He hasn't 
missed a game in two seasons at home or on the road. He can 
reel off vital statistics of every player on the Dallas squad, and he’s 
as eager to talk football as Bobby Dodd is before a bowl game. As 
a matter of fact, Hunt took a couple of hours off from a busy busi- 
ness schedule to discuss the league and show us movie highlights of 
AFL games. He seemed more perturbed over the Texans’ five-game 
losing streak than he did over the box office setbacks. 


We eventually fired the million-dollar question. If Hunt had fore- 
seen trials and tribulations involved in two years of AFL operations, 
would he have kicked off the new league? 


“Oh, yes,” he quickly replied. “I'd do it all over again... but 


I'd do some things differently.”’ 


—Versatile Wismer Battles Both Leagues 


He declined to say whether he would have held out for Atlanta; 
over Oakland. Hunt and Adams, the league pioneers, were the last 
owners to surrender in the famous battle of Dallas in which Atlanta 
led, 6-1, only to be defeated by Hilton, 7-0. It’s no secret that Oak- 
land has presented one of the ‘“‘problems.’’ However, the Oakland 
folks are now building a stadium, an indication that the league made 
a shrewd decision. Atlanta is not building a stadium. As a matter 
of fact, it looks as though Atlanta may never build a stadium. 

We didn’t wish to spoil a pleasant visit with Hunt by inquiring 
if Wismer would remain in the lineup of owners if the calendar could 
be turned back. 


Battling the NFL isn’t enough to keep the energetic Wismer 
occupied. In his spare time, he has been fighting AFL Commis- 
sioner Joe Foss. After uttering several thousand ‘derogatory 
words about Foss, Wismer retained his title as the greatest 
broken field runner in sports. 


He now gays that he merely wanted Foss to shift the league 
office to New York. Since that’s Wismer’s headquarters, it’s under- 
standable why Foss declined. As Red Smith recently wrote, to know 
lovable Harry Wismer is to love him to distraction. Wismer, who 
drew Ernie Davis of Syracuse in the illegal draft and lost him in 
the official Foss draft, is again loyal to the home forces. 


Though Buffalo drew Davis’ name, Wismer is determined to 
present the Syracuse ace to the AFL. He'd rather lose to Joe Foss 
any day than to G. P. Marshall, who is attempting to measure Davis 
for a Redskin suit.

LONDON (# — Henry Cooper’s 
upset knockout loss to American 
Zora Folley Monday night cost the 
British champion a title fight with 
heavyweight king Floyd Patter- 
son in London, June 5, promoter 
Jack Solomons disclosed T u e s- 
day. 


Solomons said the deal had 
been made with Patterson’s man- 
ager, Cus D’Amato, after three 
months of secret negotiations. The 
defeat, of course, ended the agree- 
ment, 


Cooper’s defeat also upset 
D’Amato’s plans. 


Would Patterson now fight 
Folley? 


“No comment,” said D’Amato 
in New York. ‘“‘When we have an 
opponent lined up we will an- 
nounce it.” 


D’Amato already has barred 
Sonny Liston, the No. 1 con- 
tender from Philadelphia, until 
the reinstated husky “removes 
certain obstacles. Liston knows 
what he has to do to get a title 
fight.” 

D'Amato declined to elaborate. 


Folley, jubilant over his vic- 
tory, said he wanted to meet Pat- 
terson and would be willing to 
fight Liston again for the chance 
at the title. Liston knocked out 
Folley in the third round July 18, 
1960. 


This was the second time 
Cooper has lost a chance to fight 
for the world title. It puts him one 
up on American Joe Baksi who 
pulled one of the great blunders 
in boxing in 1947.
